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1The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Wrue et al (see col. 4, lines 52-64; col. 5, lines 6-17; Figure 7). 

Wrue et al discloses a method of releasing a hydrated contact lens from its mold by 

employing a vacuum nozzle which picks up the lens from the mold and hence provides 

sufficient force on the lens "normal to and away from the mold" to separate the lens 

from the mold. Essentially, the applied reference fails to explicitly teach that the lens 

itself is moved in a tangential pattern to the surface of the lens still attached to the mold 

during its release. However, the above-noted passages in Wrue et al clearly disclose 

that the mold itself undergoes a "rocking movement" which further aids in "dislodging of 

lens 11" — see column 4, lines 63 and 64. This rocking motion would certainly impose 

force components between the lens and the mold in the x and y directions — ie, in a first 

linear direction and a second linear direction at a large angle to the first direction. It is 

submitted that the instant motion of the lens in the various manners set forth in the 

instant claims would have been obvious over this rocking motion. One of ordinary skill 

in this art, realizing that the lens has not completely separated from the mold, would 

surely have been able to modify the rocking of the mold with a motion directed primarily 

at the lens rather than the mold. Rotating the lens and employing a series of changing 
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and recurring linear directions would also have been obvious modifications to the 
rocking of Wrue et al to facilitate release of the lens from the mold.
